The membership 
is generally limited to 20 or 30, and % 
runs are held weekly through mi 
autumn. 

At the end of the season prizes are 
given, and a 'Cross Country t6am gen- 
erally picked to represent the Univer- 
sity in one of the large Intercollegiate 
runs. 

There is no reason why such a club 
should not be started at McGill, either 
this year or next. It would be a* splen- 
did means of training for our foot-, , 
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bailers, to whom a little practice in 
running would not come amiss. 

After a run a person comes in with a 
healthy glow and feeling happy, and a 
cold shower completes the enjoyment. 
As a form of exercise, it is certainly 
a great improvement over work in a 
stuffy "gym." 

If such a club were started this fall 
the winter "runs" could be .held on 
snowshoes or skees. 

A great many men would undoubt- 
edly be brought out in this way, who 
would prove valuable acquisitions to 
the University Track Team.

NEW GYM. IN SIGHT AT LAST. 

President Carlyle formulates a 
Plan $1,000 to be subscribed 
at once by Students 

To the Editor of The Outlook: — 

Dear Sir — In accordance with your 
suggestion I beg leave to place before 
the Undergraduates a statement of the 
measures which the Athletic Associa- 
tion proposes to take, in order to raise 
the funds for a new Gymnasium. It 



will be remembered that the mass 
meeting of students who assembled a 
few weeks ago to hear Dr. McKenzie's 
lecture decided unanimously that 
steps should be taken in the direction 
of supplying some means of protecting 
the physical welfare of the students' 
and that we should try to supersede 
the present edifice on University street 
by a Gymnasium adapted to modern 
civilization. 

To this end, it ha* been proposed 
that the Graduates of McGill be ap- 
proached and asked to subscribe to- 
**d a Gymnasium fund, on the un- 
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do our share. The motion passed at 
the mass meeting fixed the amount to 
be raised by the students at $1,000. 
And it was decided that in canvassing 
the graduates we would engage not to 
collect the amounts promised by them 
until this $1,000 was guaranteed. 

The Athletic Association is proceed- 
ing along these lines. A secretary- 
treasurer has been appointed in the 
person of a graduate who is present, 
and in close touch with the under- 
graduates, and unless the University 
authorities object, a systematic can- 
vass of the graduates will be at once 
begun. We feel confident that their 
loyalty to their Alma Mater will pro- 
duce a gratifying response. 

But the students must do their part. 
The enthusiasm of the mass meeting 
must be directed into practical chan- 
nels. If it is, we may hope to see a 
building added to the present group, 
which will be essentially a students' 
building, and one which will remove 
much of our present handicap in all 
athletics and physical development. 

It has been suggested that the first 
appeal to the undergraduates be made 
through Tjie Outlook, and that a 
subscription list be opened in the col- 
umns of that publication. If this is 
done, would it not be wise to accept 
the offer of a gentleman who volun- 
teered at the mass meeting to be one 
of 200 students to subscribe five dol- 
lars and start the list with all the five 
dollar subscriptions available. The 
smaller amounts could follow. 

If the Editorial Board sees fit to do 
this, the next issue of The Outlook 
i may see us well advanced towards the 
$1,000 mark, and we feel convinced 
that if the undergraduates take up the 
matter vigourously, the long-desired 
Gymnasium will be built, even earlier 
than the most optimistic of us hope.

never think of donning track clothes, 
and to foster a healthy competition 
between the four Colleges.

After the well-known pre- 
liminaries to all football games had 
been gone through there was a gen- 
eral scattering of those on the field;

The Play. 

Kenny opened the game with a short 
kick to his own men. It was not allow- 
ed, however, and he had to repeat. 
The same tactics followed. He kicked 
short to Martin, who was immediately 
tackled. From the scrimmage it was 
worked out by Bert Molson and 
Hamilton to half-field. Seme scrim- 
mage followed, which ended with a F. 
K. for McGill- Molson kicked into 
touch about half-field. From throw- 
out there ensued a succession of fierce 
scrimmages, and at this early stage 
of the game the superiority of McGill's 
scrimmage was very evident. It was 
also noticeable, from the fierceness of 



the play, that both teams were "out 
for blood." Eventually, Kenny got the 
ball out to Hamilton who kicked. 'Var- 
sity marked and followed up their 
kick so well that they gained posses- 
sion of the ball. McGill men played 
off side, giving 'Varsity a free kick 
from about half-field. Under a very 
high punt the home men got down 
and gained the ball at the expense of 
laying out Kenny. He was stretched 
out while the indefatigable trainer and 
manager did their best to help him- He 
was being carried off but was put down, 
and after a total delay of about five 
minutes the game continued at half- 
field with 'Varsity's ball in the scrim. 
It was passed to the half, but the latter 
was promptly "grassed" by Martin. 
There was fierce scrimmage work here, 
which ended in a F. K- for 'Varsity. 
Nagle gathered it in, but the boys in 
blue followed up fiercely and downed 
him. From the scrim, it came out 
loosely to Martin who kicked to touch- 
Here Nagle grabbed it, passed to 
O'Brien who went through for a good 
gain. In the mix-up Kenny's knee 
was very seriously hurt and he had to 
stop. Meindl, after tightening up, 
stepped into the game on McGill's 35- 
yard line and promptly bucked- From 
the scrim, the ball rolled to Martin 
who kicked to Gibson. The latter re- 
turned quickly to Hamilton who was 
promptly jumped on by 'Varsity wings 
inside McGill's 25 line. Worked over 
to touch. Walter Molson's ball on 
throw-out. A succession of scrim- 
mages followed, in which Nagle and 
Walter Molson made good gains- To- 
wards centre field the ball got loose, 
and O'Brien worked in a pretty drib- 
ble to 'Varsity's 35. Some very fierce 
works ensued, but McGill was too 
anxious and 'Varsity got a F. K- 

The game now changed to half-field, 
but was soon worked down to 'Varsity 
territory. Here it was played into 
touch and on throw-out Hamilton and 
Meindl made a gc^d gain by bucking. 
The next few minutes were just a suc- 
cession of scrimmages. Suddenly 
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Meindl emerged from the mass and ran 
around the end. Passed quickly to 
Richards who, after short run, dropped 
the ball about five yards in front of 
'Varsity's goal. A McGill man dropped 
on it though, and with everybody in 
the line, Nagle was carried over for 
five points, which Richards failed to 
convert, his kick being about two yards 
to the right of the post. 

Biggs started the game again with a 
kick to Bert Molson. It was well re- 
turned into touch at half-field. Here 
Walter Molson gained possession of 
the ball and broke through the line 
with a clear field before him, but was 
called back. Ball was given to 'Var- 
sity's scrim. It was passed to Gibson 
who started round the end, but was 
downed in fine style by Hamilton. 
From this scrimmage the ball went 
out to 'Varsity halves, and a series of 
long high punts followed with no gain 
to either side. From a scrim. McGill 
obtained a F. K-, which Hamilton 
placed in touch nearly half-field- Here 
'Varsity tried a long*throw-out, but the 
wing was given no chance, for Richards 
was right on to him. After some more 
scrimmage work Ballard passed back 
to Biggs, but Wright broke through 
and spoiled the play. Britton now 
thought it necessary that Waterous 
and Hoyle should go to the fence for a 
two-minute rest, so go they did. Im- 
mediately after resumption of play, 
'Varsity made a fine twenty-five yard 
gain, working play to nearly centre- 
field. From here it was worked to 
touch and Waterous and Hoyle caused 
some amusement by getting into the 
game again at full speed. By close 
work game was now transferred to 
'Varsity's 25. Here 'Varsity got a F. 
K., which relieved the pressure and 
took the game to centre again with 
McGill in possession of ball. Meindl 
gave Bert Molson a hard pass, the latter 
barely had time to pass to Richards, 
who didn't make connections, but 
Hamilton was, as usual, in just the 
right place and dribbled across the 
field for a good gain. 



On the long throw-out Martin made 
a beautiful steal, but was downed- 
Hamilton got a hard chance from 
Meindl and made the most of it, work- 
ing in a kick which was returned to 
touch at half-field. From here it was 
kicked to Bert Molson — 'Varsity 
wings, as usual, followed up closely, 
too closely in fact, and gave no 5 yards 
so it had to go back to 'Varsity's quart- 
er line. From the scrim. Biggs got it 
and, running away from Graham, made 
a substantial gain. Then, after more 
scrimmaging, McGill received a F. K., 
which Shillington kicked well into 
'Varsity territory. The "blue" half- 
back muffed the catch, Nagle was 
right on top of him and collared him 
on the 25-yard line. From here, by 
good work of 'Varsity's back division, 
ball was worked into touch at half- 
field. On the throw-out a 'Varsity half 
got possession of the ball and was well 
on the way for what looked like a dan- 
gerous run when "Alfie" made one of 
the best tackles of the day and stopped 
operations. 

Here endeth the first lesson. 

The second half opened with a long 
kick to Patch who returned into touch 
at half-field. Nagle was right under 
the long throw and passed to Hamilton 
who kicked. Ball returned to Rich- 
ards, who kicked to Gibson on 'Var- 
sity's 25, but the latter managed to 
again kick into touch at half-field. 
From this point there followed what 
was perhaps the best work of the day. 
McGill, by hard close scrimmaging, 
worked the ball to 'Varsity's quarter 
line. Suddenly, Nagle came out from 
the bunch with the ball. Twisting and 
duking, he made for the line and just 
before being tackled passed to Martin 
who slid over the line for the second 
try. 

SCORE 10-0. 

From the kick-off ball went to 
Hamilton, who returned well. From 
touch Nagle agaiD got the ball and 
made another sensational run of abonl 
twenty yards. The ball came out on 
'Varsity's side of the scrim. One of 
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the halves kicked to Hamilton who 
was on under a flagrant violation of 
the five-yard rule, promptly ''scragged" 
by a Varsity wing within 15 yards of 
the McGill line. And now a wonder- 
ful thing happened, viz., the 'Varsity 
students woke up to a sense of their 
position and actually yelled. This 
was the first and last, however 
Biggs promptly grabbed it and made 
From the scrim, the ball broke loose, 
a neat run over McGiU's line. Amidst 
great excitement the ball was brought 
back and handed to Shillington for a 
F. K. It was returned to Bert. Mol- 
son directly in front of McGill goals. 
The latter had a very critical few 
seconds of it, but saved the situation 
by a well-placed kick into touch, 
about 20 yards up the line. On the 
throw-out there ensued some very 
hard scrim, work. The strength and 
weight of such men as O'Brien, 
Waterous, Wright and Molson were 
here very apparent. These men, 
backed up by Meindl could go through 
any wing line in the country. By 
open work the ball was now brought 
into dangerous proximity to MeGill's 
line, and for the next five or six min- 
ings bucking by McPhee, Meindl 
and Shellington was the programme. 
So well did it succeed that the ball 
was worked out about thirty yards. 
Suddenly Meindl was tackled round 
the head and dropped the ball. Fat- 
terson or Gibson immediately seized 
and was going around the end for 
what looked like a certainty of 5 
points when Hamilton again saved 
the day by a magnificient tackle. 
Shortly after this, while the game 
was on McGilPs quarter line, a curi- 
ous thing happened— 'Varsity were 
awarded a F. K. and the McGill men, 
instead of looking after the ball, 
watched the men. The consequence 
was that no one took it and a dan- 
gerous situation was only saved by 
Nagle's swiftly bearing down and 
dropping on the ball 5 yards from 
the line. Then followed more close 
work in which Walter Molson took 



a prominent part till the ball was 
worked out 20 yards. Here McGill 
got off-side and 'Varsity obtained 
another F. K. It was a very high 
one and gave ample time for 'Varsity 
wings, to get down on to Martin and 
lay him out for about two minutes, 
after catching the ball. From the 
ensuing scrim, work the best run of 
the clay started. When the play was 
within ten yards of McGill's line 
Nagle got it and started up field. 
He passed to "Alfie" Hamilton who 
continued to half -field, where he was 
fiercely tackled, but had the pre- 
sence of mind to again pass to Nagle. 
The latter took a course straight up 
the field and was not stopped before 
he was within 'Varsity's 25-yard line. 
Three or four minutes' halt was re- 
quired to let Hamilton and the man 
that tackled him revive. 

On the resumption of play Richards 
made a telling gain to within 10 yards 
of 'Varsity's line. Meindl had to un- 
dergo repairs for a short time, but 
soon signalized iiis complete recovery 
by giving Wright a chance to score 
a try which Richards converted. 

This virtually ended the game for 
with only eight minutes to play it was 
practically impossible for 'Varsity to 
catch up. They succeeded in working 
the ball close to McGill line, but, as 
was the case all through the game, 
our boys easily pushed the blue hack 
to a safe distance. No further scores 
were made so that when the whistle 
blew the score stood.

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COURSE LAID OUT. 

'Cross Country Run with Finish Op- 
posite the Grand Stand on 

the Campus. 

The course of the 'Cross Country 
Run, which takes place on tlie after- 
noon of Nov. 1, has been decided 
upon and will be carefully marked 
out for the event. The start will 
take place on the Cote des Neiges 
Road near the cemetery gate. From 
there the course is downhill till the 
tracks of the Montreal Street Rail- 
way are reached. A level stretch of 
about a mile ensues till the quarry on 
the North East side of the cemetery 
is passed, and then a cut is made 
across country to the mountain 
Cemcterv Road. This road is then 



followed around the mountain through 
the Golf Links, to a point near the 
Elevated Railway, then the course 
goes clown Law's Lane and Oxenden 
Are., along Lome Crescent and Mil- 
ton St. to the University Grounds. 
The men will then pass the Grand 
Stand and go out of the Main Gates 
along Sherbrooke St. to a point which 
will be so chosen as to. make the total 
length of course of about seven miles, 
then the home stretch will be from 
this point back to the Grounds. 

It will be seen that this course is 
devoid of much hill climbing and 
that the men will pass the spectators 
twice. Everything points toward 
a successful event, and the committee 
expect a large entry list. In addition 
to the prizes a University M. is 
awarded.

A Glimpse of The Summer Survey- 
ing School. 

The Survey school, this year, was 
held at Melbourne, P.Q., in place of 
Carillon, as formerly. Several in- 
novations were made. In former 
years we hungered at boarding houses 
and hotels; this year we froze under 
canvas. The whole management of 
catering, buying and cooking was in 
the hands of a committee of students, 
and to it much praise is due for the 
excellent way the show was run, not- 
withstanding the potatoes were never 
peeled, and a second helping was re- 
fused (Oh! how Landry did suffer), we 
feel satisfied — now. 

Our tents were floored and electric 
lighted. They were placed on three 
sides of a square, and on the fourth 
side were three marquees, two for 
work and one for amusement Al- 
though the last was never used for 
amusement or anything else it served 
to fill up a corner in a picturesque 
scene. 

The camp was situated on a pretty 
part of the river St. Francis. On the 
other side of the river and about two 
miles down is the town of Richmond. 

The surrounding" country is most 
suitable for the work. Melbourne it- 
self is a pretty road, bordered on 
either side by beautiful trees which 
throw their shade over it. Here and 
there, along the road, are pretty cot- 
tages, situated in the centres of well- 
kept lawns, from which emerged every 
morning and afternoon carriages oc- 
cupied by pretty maidens. 

It is interesting, as a place ruled by 
prohibition laws; but Richmond is 
not prohibition, and the road on the 
other side of the river is very good. 

The party landed at the camp at 1 
o'clock, August 25, and put up their 
tents while waiting for the bread to 
come for dinner. 

After dinner we got our belongings 



into shape and spent the rest of the 
afternoon in finding our bearings. 

Having settled to our duties, and the 
pleasures that the place afforded, our 
hardest task was to prove to the good 
people of the neighbourhood that we 
were there to work. 

At 6-20 a.m. a small earthquake was 
let loose, to warn us it was time to get 
up. At any where from 7.45 to 8.15 
we not up. and usually found ourselves 
in a congealed condition. Having 
thawed out as rapidly as possible, 
dressed and partaken of breakfast, we 
proceeded to our daily tasks. 

The Second Year often worked, but 
oftener stopped, after finding local at- 
tractions. They soon ascertained that 
10 a.m. and about 3.30 p.m. were the 
best times in the day to determine 
these interesting phenomena. 

The Third Year spread over the 
country and — admired the scenery. 
Some of them rowed up and down the 
river, in scows built for the purpose 
and appropriately named, calling each 
other suitable namss through excellent 
megaphones paid for by the College. 

The Fourth Year squinted at the 
siri and measured angles to a hun- 
dredth of a second. At 7.30 every 
evening they attended evening ves- 
pers in the Transit House, and fre- 
quency remained at their devotions 
till the stars went out. 

Many a form of amusement filled in 
the evening hours, but we misled the 
lusty singing that used to while away 
the evenings at Carillon. 

The competitions this year were 
highly exciting. The finish of the level- 
ling competition was as good as any 
100-yd. dash. One could see a speck 
in the distance, which increased in 
size as quickly as an additive error in 
a theory example. These specks quick- 
ly took the form of two men, one run- 
ning with a levelling instrument on 
his shoulder and one with a rod. 

The students owe many thanks to 
the Professors and Demonstrators for 
making things as pleasant as possible. 
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and being always willing to explain 
the intricacies of the work in hand. 

To people of the neighbourhood, 
many of us owe a debt of gratitude 
for pleasant social afternoons and 
evenings. 

A word of advice to those who go 
out next year. We would say: bring 



enough clothes to bury yourself in at 
night. And those who smite would do 
well to bring material. As a rough 
estimate we would say that smiling 
material equal to ''two dollars or ten 
days," in Montreal would be sufficient 
to keep a healthy man warm for one 
night in Melbourne.

Prof. Cox explains the New Plant 
to the Physical Society. 

The meeting of the Physical Society 
held last Thursday was a most inter- 
esting and instructive one- Prof. John 
Cox delivered a lecture on the "Con- 
struction and Working of the new 
Liquid Air Plant," which has been re- 
cently donated to the University by 
Sir Wm. MacDonald. Prof. Cox first 
gave a short review of the history of 
experiments for the liquefaction of air 
and then proceeded to show its pro- 
perties. Several very successful ex- 
periments were performed by Mr.

On Wednesday afternoon Mrs. How- 
ard Taylor, who has been labouring 
in the Mission fields of Northern 
China, addressed the Y. W. C. A. A 
large number of students, as well as 
many outsiders, had assembled to 
hear her. Mrs. Taylor first put her 
hearers in sympathetic and impres- 
sionable attitude by a short, feeling ad- 
dress on the words of Christ to St. 
Peter: "If ye love me feed my sheep." 
Then followed a most interesting ac- 
count of the way in which a mission- 
ary begins his work in China. The 
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natives are kindly, bright and intel- 
ligent and as full of power as their 
brethren in Christian land. They 
are full of wonder as to their origin 
and destiny, and drink in eagerly the 
truth as afforded by the Mission- 
aries. Mrs. Taylor turned the thoughts 
of her hearers earnestly to the great 
need of these people who, by thou- 
sands, are toiling in darkness, and 
yet there are no teachers to send to 
them. While not underestimating 
the necessity for home workers, it 
was clearly shown that the great want 
is in the foreign lands. Such an in- 
fluence as Mrs. Taylor's would go far 
to determi-ne the sphere in which a 
College girl would live out her use- 
fulness, and her earnest eager words 
will linger long in the hearts of those 
who heard her. The McGill Y. W. C. 
A. wishes Mrs. Taylor Godspeed in her 
great life work. 



SENIORS VICTORIOUS. 

Miss Belyea and Miss Wales turn 
down the Juniors in Interesting 
Debate before Delta Sigma 
Society. 

The strong interest which the mem- 
bers of the Delta Sigma Society take 
in the meetings is always testified by 
the large audiences, but the number 
which gathered in the Common room, 
at the Royal Victoria College, on 
Monday, Oct. 20, was even greater 
than usual. The occasion was the 
Senior-Junior Debate; the question, 
debated upon was: Resolved, that 
combination is more adapted to pro- 
mote the virtue and happiness of man- 
kind than competition. The speakers 
for the affirmative were Miss Wales 
and Miss Belyea of '03, and for the 
negative Miss Wilson and Miss Dick- 
son, '04. The debate was very warmly 
contested, and the interest sustained 
until the end. Miss Wales as leader 
of the affirmative opened the debate 
and spoke with much clearness and 
force of the superiority of combina- 



tion to competition, both morally and 
economically, dwelling on the economy 
of energy caused by the former, and 
the waste caused by the latter. Miss 
Wilson, the first speaker on the nega- 
tive, argued that without competition 
the civilization of the world would be 
very much less advanced than it is at 
present, and referred at some length 
to the evil effects of Trade Unions 
and Trusts. Miss Belyea replied that 
progress was not dependent on com- 
petition, and was materially assisted 
by combination, as shown in the in- 
troduction of machinery and the opera- 
tion of great railroads. The last 
speaker, Miss Dickson, in a very spir- 
ited speech argued that in every line 
of effort the greatest results had been 
brought about by competition, and 
that combination tended to stifle 
originality and to reduce man to the 
level of a machine. Finally, Miss 
Wales gave a brief but comprehensive 
summing-up, and Miss Oakeley and 
Miss Dover, who kindy acted as 
judges, retired for deliberation. 

In reporting the decision in favour 
of the affirmative, Miss Oakeley spoke 
a few words in warm praise of the 
matter and style of the debaters, which, 
she said, reached a very high level, 
and remarked upon the difficulty of 
deciding a question which had been 
so well debated on both sides.

Mr. Smith is a very effective and un- 
sensational speaker, and large au- 
diences listen to him wherever he is 
announced. 

At the opening of the war with 
Spain, Mr. Smith was secured by the 
International Committee of Y. M. C. A. 
for work at camp Thomas, Chicka- 
mauga, Ga. For nine weeks he en- 
gaged in daily evangelistic meetings 
and in visiting the soldiers sick at the 
hospitals, having, for a time, entire 
charge of the evangelistic campaign 
among the 65 000 men in camp. 

After Chickamauga came work in 



half a dozen other Southern camps, 
and then an evangelistic campaign 
with the army of occupation in Cuba. 
In the fall of 1899 he was asked to 
enter the service of the International 
Committee for the purpose of cam- 
paigning the North American City As- 
sociations, making short visits to the 
various cities, and holding conferences 
with officers, committeemen and active 
members on the organization of their 
religious work. This work was to in- 
clude also attendance at Association 
conferences and conventions, to press 
upon the leaders the need of giving to 
the religious work still greater em- 
phasis. 

Many will recall Mr. Smith as the 
man who addressed the magnificent 
audience of five thousand men at 
Boston, on Sunday afternoon, during 
the great Jubilee Convention in June, 
1901, when hundreds turned to the re- 
ligious life. 

It is expected chat a large number 
of McGill men will hear Mr. Smith on 
Sunday.
